Of the 56 students polled: 

• 20 percent did not know who the current gover- 
nor of Alabama is. 

• 46 percent did not know who the two leading 
candidates in the upcoming election are; of those 46 
percent, a little under half, said they did plan to vote. 

Overall, just below 40 percent did not plan to 

vote at all. 

When asked whom he would vote for, Eric 
Prewitt said, "1*11 vote for Siegelman because he is for 
education, and the lottery will probably give our state 
opportunity for growth." 

When asked if it was important to know the 
issues of candidate before you vote for him, Ryan 
Stinnett said: "Yes, I want to know what they plan to do 
while in office. I want to know how they plan to 
improve our state, especially in the fields of education, 
as well as bringing new jobs to Alabama." He also 
commented on the effect he thought the next governor 
elected would have on the next four years of his life by 
saying, "I believe it will have a great impact. A gover- 
nor is chosen to lead a state. If we do not have a good 
leader, the state and its people wiH be the ones to 
suffer.''

Since being diagnosed with breast cancer, 
over a year ago, she has made it her mission in life to 
educate others on the dangers breast cancer. "You want 
to go through life and take care of everyone else, but 
breast cancer has made me realize that I need to take 
care of my own body too," she said. Ladum has 
become an avid runner. She has participated in several 

marathons during and after fighting cancer. 

Ladum graduated with a degree in Mass Com- 
munication at the University of South Florida. She 
shares that some of the steps she took to becoming a 
journalist were taking creative writing courses and 
participating in internships. "Internships were key to 
my decision of going into broadcasting," she said. 
Ladun first began working at an "owned and operated" 
station in Florida until the station was bought out by 
CNN. She soon moved to another station where she 
met her husband, Doug Bell. They are both journalists, 
working in Birmingham. . I 

Ladun believes that in order to succeed in the 
news business, one must have a passion for it and have
